Agriculture and mechanism. 


Below ia No. XX. of the popular series of 


essays on Agricultural Geology, by Mr. Hoi- 
brook. The subject of this number is par- 
ticularly appropriate at this season of the 
year, the opening of spring ; especially BO, 
both to schools and families in Wisconsin 
" Cabinets of Nature and Art"is the subject 
of this number. 


Great additional interest can be given to 


minerals by models of crystals made of paste- 
board, by young hands, giving, at the came 
time, great skill in mechanism. We have 
witnessed a great variety of such models, af- 
fording the richest possible amusement, with 
the most substantial knowledge. Something' 
of the kind evidently ought to be, and most 
certainly will be, introduced into all schools 
through the country. 


Drawing is a species of mechanism, and 


highly important for farmers — for mechanics 
indispensable ; as the work in many shops is 
done entirely from drawings, no models being 
used. At the Agricultural Fair to be held 
next autumn, drawings of animals, plants, 
and implements used by farmers, might bo 
furnished in large numbers and rich varieties, 
produced by young hands, both in schools and 
families, for that specific object. 
AGRICULTURAL GEOLOGY— No. XX. 


BY JOSIAIl HOLBROOK. 


Schools gave the first impetus to geological 


surveys. The impetus thus given has led to 
legislative action ior such surveys in almost 
every State in the Union. By such action 
the treasures of wealth and of science have 
been increased to an unbounded extent. — 
Thousands upon thousands hove been in- 
creased to an unbounded extent. Thousands 
upon thousands of scientific collections have 
been made ; hosts of scientific men have been 
raised up, now scattered over our whole coun- 
try and hidden treasures of wealth brought to 
view for the special benefit of farmers, and, 
directly or indirectly, of every American citi- 
zen. 


The unparalleled progress made from sucb. 


humble beginnings, in the advancement of 
these two great national objects, science and 
wealth, renders the completion or future pro- 
gress of thework easy and certain. The 
schools of tho country, indeed of all coun- 
tries, arc certain to be furnished with Cabi- 
nets of Nature and Art, as instruments of 
piimary instruction; thus giving to young 
minds at their start after knowledge real sub- 
stantial ideas, instead of the mere signs of 
ideas. As many tliouaund such collection* 
have already been made by the pupils need- 
ing them, both at school and at home, by the 
these means, tens and hundreds of thousands 
will soon be added to the number. At least, a 
Cabinet of Agricultural Geology must inevi- 
tably soon be placed in each of the hundred 
thousand of American schools — virtually if 
not literally. 


From such n provision, four advantages are 


evident ; each making largo returns for the 
outlay. 
First, increased qualifications of 


teachers — all teachers. Such a cabinet, prop- 
erly explained by a manual, must increase 
knowledge and awaken mind in any teacher 
using it, giving increased value to his instruc- 
tions fai beyond its cost. To a certain ex- 
tent, it might give to every teacher the ad- 
vantage of a normal school, brought to bit 
own door, and into his own field of labor.— 
Second, it would secure a more effective use 
of school funds. 
Probably no complaint 


touching schools is more universal on either 
continent than the partial or defective appli- 
cation of public funds provided for their uae. 
A step BO certain to awaken general interest 
and to enlighten the public mind, could not 
fail to suggest some better modes, or to cor- 
rect some defects in applying fund* provided 
for all. Third, the developments of mineral 
and other natural resources. Collections like- 
ly to be made within a week after receiving 
a cabinet, properly labelled, arranged, aou 
described, must amount to many times iu co»t 
Discoveries would also be made, not (infre- 
quently, of rich ores, useful minerals, and 
beautiful gems, furnishing valuable resources 
to farmers, mechanics and artiste. Fovrtk, 
the advancement of forming interests No 
one step could probably meet' so directly or 
so effectually the desire now common amotog 
farmers I or agricultural science. Every farm- 
er, still better, farmers' tons, might be pot in 
a way to analyze their own toil*, and directed 
to the most available reaourref, and the be*i 
modes of improving them. 
To tluwe fo»r 


advantage!, certain to arise from cafciotU of 
agricultural geology for schools, m»my otben 
might be added ; but, as each of tbew mast 
exceed many times the cwl of the*1 outla/, 
more cannot be added,

The United States Steamship, Georgia, 


commanded by U. S. Navy officers, and un- 
der the control of the Secretary of the Navy, 
put into the port of Now Orleans, March 21, 
and, having four colored seamen on board, a 
correspondence was had between Commander 
Porter and Recorder Joseph Gcnois, on the 
application of the law requiring the imprison- 
ment of four colored sailors, to the vessels of 
the U. S. Navy. Commander Porter con- 
tended that as it was a national vessel, and 
not an ordinary merchant vessel, the law of 
Louisiana did not apply to it—that if it did it 
might put it out ot'his power to obey the orders 
of the Secretary of the Navy, by taking from 
him ft part of his crew, and that any national 
vcssol »<:ut there for the defense of New Or- 
leans would at any time bo liable to have her 
crew reduced, by having them transferred to 
the parish jail. 


The Recorder took advice. The city At- 


torney thought tlic ciew of a national vessel 
•wcrij exempt. The Pibtrict Attorney thought 
otherwise, and the Recorder feeling bound 
to follow the District Attorney's advice, said, 
that as he was informed the vessel was now 
ready to sail, ho should not detain the color- 
ed crew, hut the next timo they came into 
port they must go to jail.
